CLINTON, Term. IR—Integrated 
Clinton High School reopened with­ 
out a hitch today, with eight Ne­ 
gro students walking together back 
to classes. One student's family 
plans to move away. 
Three police carn cruised the 
area briefly and then returned 
to their normal duties in this lit­ 
tle east Tennessee city of 4,000. 
TVre was no indication of racial 
disturbances which caused au­ 
thorities to close the school Tues­ 
day. 
Students of both races appeared 
in jovial mood. 
Authorities said about the nor­ 
mal number of white students also 
reported for the reopening, with 
approximately 800 enrolled. 
A few 
minutes 
after 
classes 
were resumed, trial dates 
were 
set for Jan. 28 in nearby Knox­ 
ville for 16 white men and women 
accused of racial violence which 
closed the integrated school. 
Dates were set by Dist. Federal 
Judge Robert L. Taylor. The 14 
men and two women, all at liber­ 
ty under bond, are charged with 
violating Judge Taylor’s injunc­ 
tion against interfering with order­ 
ly integration at the school.

The CAA told Rooks that Horn- 
baker would try to make the car 
act as wheels for the plane if 
Rooks could land with one wing 
on top of the auto. 
Rooks made several passes at 
the runway to gauge speed and 
distance. On the fourth pass, he 
set the plane’s left wheel on the 
runway and the right wing on 
top of the car. While Hornbaker 
drove, the car’s other two occu­ 
pants held the struts of the plane 
so it wouldn’t slip off. Gently, 
Hornbaker applied the brakes 
and stopped.

or want’to stay, for the next four 
years of President Eisenhower’s 
second term. 
Dulles, almost 69. is the oldest 
man in Eisenhower’s Cabinet. He 
has just recovered from an opera­ 
tion for removal of a cancerous 
section of intestine. His first four 
years as secretary 
were rough 
World conditions arc getting even 
rougher. 
And Eisenhower on Saturday put 
Herter in the perfect spot to suc­ 
ceed Dulles. 
Eisenhower named the Massa­ 
chusetts governor undersecretary 
of state — the State Department’s 
No. 2 position — in place of Her­ 
bert Hoover Jr., who resigned and 
will leave office around Feb. I. 
Herter is one of the most re 
spected Republican politicians and 
fits into what Eisenhower likes 
to call his ’’new Republicanism.” 
He had worked for the State 
after World War I. But his stature 
and \dews on foreign policy were 
oatablished when he served rn the 
House of Representatives and on 
its foreign affairs committee be­ 
fore becoming governor. 
Eisenhower now 
could 
hardly 
slight Herter—after honoring him 
with this appointment—by leaving 
him in the No. 2 spot and naming 
someone else as secretary if Dul­ 
les steps aside. 
Whatever time Herter spends 
as undersecretary will be perfect 
preparation for the job as secre­ 
tary. lf Eisenhower wants broad 
new policies in foreign affairs he 
may want Dulles out. 
Dulles has been criticized for 
his 
handling of foreign 
affairs, 
particularly in the case of Egyp­ 
tian President Nasser. However, 
he can claim

seizure of the 
Suez Canal, the subsequent Brit­

States and its British and French 
allies. 
Herter was largely unknown to 
the public outside Massachusetts 
until this past summer when Har­ 
old Massen, one of Eisenhower s 
aides, urged Republicans to dump 
Richard Nixon and make Herter 
their vice-presidential nominee. 
If Herter had gone along with 
Stassen. 
the 
result 
could have 
been a convention fight and a 
party split. Instead, he quickly 
spumed Stassen’s support, insist­ 
ing he did not want the nomination 
and in the end nominated Nixon 
himself. 
Republicans 
no 
doubt 
were grateful, since this preserved 
party harmony. 
If Herter succeeds Dulles, and 
Is successful, his work as secre­ 
tary will make him both an inter­ 
national figure and a possible Re­ 
publican presidential nominee four 
years from now'. 
Nixon in these next four years 
may so conduct himself that he 
can have the Republican presiden 
tial nomination without trouble, al­ 
though 
other 
Republicans 
have 
presidential ambitions. 
Herter will be 65 in I960, He

sires. But if be did well as secre­ 
tary and opposition to Nixon grew, 
Herter would be in a fine spot to 
be picked as a compromise candi­ 
date. 


Uncensored Report On Red China 
Manchurian City Revolves 
Completely Around Factory

spent six weeks touring Red China 
—an arca where U.S. reporters 
cannot travel because of State De-1 
payment 
r u lin g s . Lancashire 
traveled 5.500 miles and talked to 
farmers, factory workers, clerks 
and even a few capitalists. In this ' 
uncensored story, first of a series 
to appear this week. Lancashire 
tells of the industrial development 
of Manchuria and how life is lived 
there.

MUKDEN (Shenyang), China IV 
; Mukden was developed and then 
given up in defeat by the Japa- j 
nese. It was restored by the Rus­ 
sians wTien they occupied 
Man­ 
churia after World War ll. Today, 
back in Chinese hands, it is the 
hub of an 
industrialization 
pro­ 
gram aimed at making Manchur­ 
ia a world production center. 
There are 1.834 factories and 
mines in Liaoning Province, and 
most of them are centered 
in 
Mukden and Anshan. two hours 
away. So many factories are now 
plugged into the city's power lines 
that public electricity is often cut 
off in the daytime. 
There Is no gaiety here. By 7 
I p m. streets are empty except for 
workers on their way to night 
school. Social and family life is 
sacrificed to production, and even 
the 
cigarettes 
in 
Mukden 
are 
stamped with a little cog wheel 
trademark. 
It is a dreary city of almost 
2*a million, with miles of walls 
and drab houses, forests of chim­ 
neys and acres of housing pro­ 
jects for the workers who tend 
the heavy production lines. 
The residents live and think in 
j terms of the factory. The model 
J housing village outside the city, 
where 7.000 factory families live 
in new but squalid buildings, is 
peppered 
with posters 
and slo­ 
gans. The factories are hung with 
banners urging worker* to “ in­ 
crease 
your 
political 
conscious­ 
ness as you increase production.” 
In 
the 
downtown 
district, 
a 
former department store houses 
an exhibition of unbelievable dull­ 
ness. There are five floors of 
lathes, plows, bottled chemicals, 
sample cases of ballbearings and 
steel bars drill presses and truck 
tires. 
But 
the 
monotonous 
display, 
draws 1.200 persons a day, the 
director said, and 4.000 or 5.000 
on Sundays. A good percentage of 
the 
serious-faced 
visitors 
are 
women 
and 
tiny children, 
and 
high school students intently en­ 
joying their one day off in the 
week. 
The factory hand works a 48 hour 
week. and has hospitalization and 
housing supplied almost free by 
the state. There are no vacations, 
but seven days off a year for na­ 
tional holidays. 
Wages run from about 33 yuan 


a month to 108 yuan for highly 
skilled men or women ($14 to $47). 
These art* among the highest in­ 
dustrial salaries in China. 
The usual workers’ home is a 
one or two-room affair with leaky 
faucets, bare walls and no bath­ 
room. Furniture — wooden beds 
with no mattresses, and straight- 
backed chairs—is often supplied 
by the factory, A family general­ 
ly includes two or three children, 
plus in-laws. 
Rent, however, is only $2 or $3 
a month. And since night life is 
unknown in Northeast China ex­ 
cept for movies or dances at the 
factory canteens, there is nothing 
much but subsistence for a labor­ 
er to spend his money on. Most 
manage to bank a small amount. 
This fall, workers in Manchuria 
got a retroactive pay increase of 
14 per cent. The city’s stores were 
filled with families splurging the 
bonus on such luxuries as small 
radios, bicycles and padded cot­ 
ton clothing.

Now 
directors of the plants say, the 
Chinese are capable of running 
things themselves. The Russians 
have for the most part gone home, 
At Anshan’s Mills, where nine 
towering blast furnaces turn out 
most of China’s iron, the redevel­ 
opment program has tied itself 
into a knot. 
The roads through the 60 fac­ 
tories are churned to mud. Traf­ 
fic is blocked by switch engines j 
shunting to and from the factor­ 
ies. 
Once away from the factories, 
Anshan 
is
